Rio de Janeiro, the most wonderful- 


ly reconstructed city in the world, was 
also, until recently, one of the most 
pleasure loving.

j Is endeavoring to instill war economy 


into the nation before it feels the brunt 
of war—a by -no means easy task.

Some far-seeing cran. guns brought down one oi the 
. Y. M. C. A. man suggested that a day 
be set aside for writing letters to dad. 
This "Y" man was one who realized 
that the fathers, a bit more stoical than 
the mothers, were sharing the burden 
borne by those "back home" and was 
entitled to some consideration which, 
the chances are, will not be given to 
any great extent by historians. 
In the past few days theie have been 
many letters received in Newark and 
Licking county by fathers of boldiers 
serving over there. 
Many of the let- 
ters were written after the cens>ort>liip 
regulations were modified to permit the 
boys to tell more of their meaneleungs 
since leaving America That fact added 
interest to the letters. 
The Advocate 
herewith reproduced a number of these 
letters. 


Huns. 
"I went from the French front back 


to the regiment just in time to move 
again and this time with them to the 
front, this time to the right bank of 
the Meuse on the left side of the St. 
Mihiel salient. We arrived this time 
at the front on March 17. When we 
were marching up into position we had 
to cross the Meuse canal before we 
came to the river and just as we were 
between the two the boche started to 
shell us and the first one landed right 
beside the road. Well, you should have 
seen that outfit clear off that road— 
wagons, horses and men went across 
that river so fast that it was no time 
until there «as not one in sight. We 
had nothing to say about it for it was 
the first time that the horses had been 
under fire and the only thing v/e could 
do was to hang on and pray chat the 
horse would not stumble. Most of us 
got safely across, however. 
"At first I was assigned as scout cor- 
poial and as, we were then in position 
warfare there was not so much for me 
to do. But after about two weeks I 
was put in charge of an observation 
po&t that was used by the loth F. A. 
and ourselves and was up within 200 


SCHIMMEL DESCRIBES 
DRIVE THROUGH FOREST 


"The taking of Drand Pro was a hard 
job," declares Lieutenant Elmer T. 
Schimmel in a letter to his father,

Schimmel's letter describes much of 
his life in France He spent Chrstmas 
day, 1917, on the transport Covington 
in the submarine zone. The Covington 
was later torpedoed and sunk. Schim- 
mel's letter follows- 
"As you know today has been set 
aside in the A. E F as dad's Xmas 
letter day and everyone in the A E 
F. is to do the job he has put off lor 
so long and write to his father ana 
tell him of his son's appreciation for 
they way the fathers have stood be- 
hind us in this our "big scrap " It w 
needless for me to say how much we 
all appreciate what you have all done 
for us, and a man does not expect much 
of. that sort of thing—a look or a hand- 
clasp means as much, to him as words 
do to a woman. "We, over here, have 
done our little bit in the way of phys- 
ical hardships; the mothers have had 
to suffer in silence and do what they 
could, but it has been the fathers who 
have been the toilers who made possf-' 
ble the huge machine that fed us. 
clothed us, and kept us in ammuni- 
tion. Each had his work, equally im- 
portant, and each did it well, only we 
will be feted and called heroes when 
we get home when in reality the un- 
sung heroes of the war: the mothers 
and fathers, the sisters and brothers. 
who could not come over, deserve as 
much credit as we. 


"Censorship 
regulations have just 
been changed so that now ive can tell 
you where we are; what we have done, 
and what we expect to do, so I win try 
- to tell you some of my experiences and 
- something of the war. We left New- 


York on December 12, 1917, and started 
out on our greatest adventure. I felt 
pretty bad about leaving so suddenlv 
, without being able to see any of you 
or let you know that I was go'ing over, 
but it was impossible to do anv more 
than I did. When we left Camp Rob- 
inson we had no idea where we were 
going, and we thought that if we were 
going across we would surely ha^e to 
stay at Camp Jlerritt, N. J., for at 
least 10 days. We got off the train at 
Wehawken. N. J., on the morning of 
December 11. and immediately went on 
the ferry across to Hoboken where we 
got on board the old Hamburg-Amer- 
ican liner Cincinnati—then called the 
Covington. It has since been sunk and 
was one of the largest ships in the gov- 
ernment service. 
On the morning of 


the 12th at 11 o'clock, we sailed out 
into the harbor and anchored until the 
next night when we started for France. 
There was nothing very exciting hap- 
pened during the trip except that one 
night we passed between two submar- 
ines, "but we didn't know of it until 
the next morning. There were six big 
transports in our convoy and one 
cruiser as a guard. On the morning 
of the 25th we woke up and found our- 
selves surrounded by destroyers for we" 
had entered the danger zone on Xmas 
eve. I can tell you it was %. miserable 
.Xmas for most of us. but we made the 
best of it. 
We landed at Crest at 1 
o'clock on the 27th. but we did not 
leave the ship until the morning of the 
31st and spent New Year's eve on the 
train. AVe traveled for three days in a 
French box car to a town called Val- 
dahon. close to the city of Besancon 
way over within seven miies of the 
Swiss border, 
t believe that trip via 
box car was the worst thing that I 
have had to do since I have been over 
here for there was only room to sit up 
and then we were so crowded we could 
hardly move, but we did not complain 
for there were very few Americans in 
France then and things were not in as 
good shape then as now. 


"I stayed in camp there until the 


to laugh, for he looked so funny, and 
reminded me exactly of the time when 
he and I were hiding in the cellar when 
we thought the sophomores were after 
us the time you were in Delaware. He 
did not see the funny part of it, how- 
ever, for he said that the boche could 
see us outside. I was certainly sur- 
prised to see him there of all places, 
we were there in the pbst together for 
two weeks, however, before we were 
both relieved to go back for a rest. 
We stayed on that front until the lat- 
ter part of May and although it was 
position warfare ue saw some rather 
lively times in the artillery. The last 
night that 'dearie' and I were in the 
observation post together they threw 
over a big gas attack and 'dearie's' bat- 
tery lost quite a few men; we also lost 
some but we got no gas at the post. 
Gas was our main "worry at that time 
but the thoughts of it were worse than 
the gas itself, it is not bad if you keep 
your head and put on your mask s 
leave it on until the danger is rea'Iy 
over. It is not pleasant to keep a m:isk 
011. however, and so many take them 
off before they should, and consequently 
they go to the hospital.- 


"When < wfe left the Meuse sector we 
marched for five days toward the rear, 
rested one day and then marched for 
three days more to what was supposed 
to be a rest-camp. After being there 
three days I left the outfit and went 
to Saumur,. as you know. 
The next 
day after I left the old outfit went to 
Chateau-Thierry and it was they that 
stopped the boche at that place. I was 
disappointed not to be with them in 
that scrat) for it was ., surely the big 
show of the war. 
"As I told >ou in one of my other 
letters, after I left Saumur, I went 
back to the front immediately, but this 
time it was to the Vesle river close to 
Fismes. There I got a taste of what 
warfare really is for there it was all 
open and we had been pushing them 
back for some time, and they were r 
sisting prettv heavily. Part of the 
time then I was with the infantry and 
we surely had a hot time. I was there 
as artillery liason officer, and my iob 
was to keep communication between the 
artillery and the infantry, and it was 
some job. We were almost constant^ 
under machine-gun, rifle and shell-fire. 
and there was no sleep and the only 
re.st we got was to just lie down in an 
old trench or ditch where we were par- 
tiallv protected. 


"From the Vesle we marched at 


night for nine days to the Argonne 
forest and in that time I averaged 
about two hours' sleep a day. On ar- 
riving in the Argonne we started 1 
big drive there that finished the Hun. 
That was the worst job of the whole 
war for the forest was so thick that in 
places it was almost impossible to walk 
through it, and when it came to going 
through it with the woods full of ma- 
chine guns it is rather a different 
story. 
Every little shelter hid a ma- 
chine gun and they had them even in 
trees. They would fire on the advanc- 
ing infantry until they were surround 
ed or ran out of ammunition and then 
the dirty cowards would hold up their 
hands and want to surrender, there is 
only one thing to do with that kind of 
an enemy. 
AH through the Argonne 


it was a case of fight for every inch. 
and even in the rear it was an awf«j 
job for the mud was knee-deep', and 
what roads there were were all narrow 
and in terrible shape from the mud. It 
was terribly difficult job for the trans- 
portation immediately behind the lines 
as a) is important as anything else for 
without food and ammunition an army 
js useless and it takes a tot of both. 
The few roads that we had were al- 
ways choked with trains and troops 
going both ways and just about the 
time they would gel jammed the worst 
the hoche would start shelling the road 
or homhinj; it.

5 CIVILIANS LEFT IN 
ONE TOWN BY GERMANS 


Only five civilians were found in the 


town which was occupied bv the 116th 
Aero squadron, of which "Walter A. 
Stopler of Xewark is a member, ac- 
cording to & "Dad's Christmas Letter" 
received by William Steepler, 46 Ful- 
ton avenue. 
Young Saepler 
declares 


that the treatment tnese people receiv- 
ed at the hands of the hun was terrible- 
Parts of his letter written November 
24th follows: 


Dear Dad:—""Well. Dad, this is your 


Chiisunas victory letter, it is supposed 
to be delivered Christmas day. This is 
just to let you know I am coming back 
and put my feet 
under 
your table 
again 


"We are in the army 01 occupation 


and on our way to the Rhine. We are 
now billited in a. little village which 


Germans had since the beginning 


tlllery range on us. This was In the 
Chulteau Theny drive. 


"Vou 
asked me if 1 saw wine ival 


fighting. 
Yes. dad. Jl saw some real 


fighting. 
\\'u went over Die top in 


July at "du.N break uiul 1 stayed with 
this company until evening, anil then 
1 was knocked out. 1 can not tell you 
the date, but it was in the Utter ivirt 
ot July. On the 13th of July 1 wat, on 
the Champagne front and my 
first 


year in the army was well celebrated. 


"1 was knocked down twice in about 


one hour and a half, and 1 also got 
out of that mix up all right. On the 
15th 
Uuy of July, one minute utter 1- 


o'clock, the Germans started 
their 


drive. The artillery opened up at that 
time and hell began. 
Their barrage 


lasted for ten hours and our barrage 
lasted 72 hours. 
1 never will iorget 


the llth day of July in 1917. That clay 
you wrote me a letter and 1 got it 
last Friday. 


"You 
asked me how I bagged 'my 


Fritz. 1 will tell you a little about it. 
I was out on post on guard, at night, 
of course, and it was very dark and 
raining. 
They were trying to get to 


me and my two pals. I heard them 
but could not see them at first. At 
last I saw them and I picked up my 
little machine gun and pulled the trig- 
ger and gave them a clip of cartridges 
and thej were done for 
A little while 


after that I saw some more and ga\ e 
them the same, but I can not say how 
many of them. I bagged, I thought, a 
whole lot with my little machine gun. 
I have shot at a. good many of them, 
but I cannot say how many I got. 
I 


have been in the trenches fi\e times, 
and in the German offensive on the 
15th 
of July and over the top once and 


ha^e had a few battles besides. I also 
was in one big raid. 


"The Hemies tried to pull that on 


us in June but got the worst of it. 
That battle last two hours, and in- 
cluded a \er\ hea\y barrage. 
, 


' I went in the trenches the 16th day 


of February and ha-\e been under ar- 
tillery fire nearly all the time, except- 
ing when we were moving We were 
called 
by the 
Hemies 
the 
'jellow 


devils.' The Ohio bojs have done fine 
work as well as all the rest of the 
Yanks. 
The 42nd division (Rainbow) 


is known as one of the best ovei heie. 


"We made a name 
for it and a 


name for ourselves. I am very pioud 
of my old outfit. We fought 
beside 


the French Blue Devils, and thev are 
fine fellows. 
We 
had hell 
on" the 


Champagne front. 
/ 


"You 
told me to give the Xewark 


boys in my company your best. Well. 
there is not a one with me. and not 
very many of them left. I am sorry to 
say. But they did their duty, the same 
as I did. 
Those that are left I hope 


to meet back home some of these 
days. We were all brothers and good 
ones too, and I th'ought the ^orld of 
them and they did of me. 


'I have told" you a little of my ex- 


periences, but not all of it. I "could 
write for a week but I hope to be 
home before long, and then I will tell 
you of things that jou will get tired 
of hearing. 
I have seen towns that 


have been shot down as if jou had 
taken a mowing machine and" mowed 
the buildings down 
I have seen chil- 


dren that were all crippled up by 
the Germans. I hav e seen young girls 
that ha-se been harmed by the Huns 
I have seen joung girls with babies

tory so I will get to see some of Ger 
manj- too. I suppose it will not be long 
until we are coming home. I think i 
will not be until some time in 1919 
The next country I want to see is the 
good old U. S. A. But you will have 
to eat my piece of turkey this Christ 
mas. 


"We are located in an old French 


town that Germans had to evacuate a 
few days ago, to save their hides. They 
left it pretty well shot up.

ourselves now. We are livjns in an old 
hotel that the enemy used ~for a bar- 
racks. We fixed it up and now it is 
a pretty nice place.
